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Remarks 

Cleiims 1-6 and 8-10 are cmrently pending in the Application. 
Response dated October 6, 2005 

Applicants submit that the response dated October 6, 2005 inadvertently failed to address 
Examiner's rejection of Claim 10 in view of Wiltshite (U.S. Patent No. 5,313,562). The 
present supplemental response is meant to rectify this error by addressing Examiner's 
rejection as follows. 

35 U,S,C, 6102fb^ rejection in view of Wiltshire fU-S- Patent No, S3l3.S61i 

Claim 10 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by WUtshite. 
Applicants respectfully disagree. Applicants submit that Wiltshire does not teach each 
and every element as set forth in the rejected claims. In particular:

Applicants submit that Wiltshire does not disclose, suggest or teach, inter alia^ at least 
the following features recited by Claim 10 of the present application: 

'four electrodes disposed on the first substrate and at comers of each 
display cell" (emphasis added) 

The Examiner asserts that a "display cell" as recited in Claim 10 is disclosed by 
Wiltshire's cell ''1." See page 5, lines 10-1 l.of the Official Action. The Examiner 
also asserts that *fow electrodes" as recited in Claim 10 is disclosed by 
Wiltshire's electrodes ''9-12." Seepage 5. lines 15-16 of the Official Action. 
Applicants respectfully disagree 

According to Wiltshire, the electrodes "9-12" run from die center of each side of 
the cell 1 " to the center of the cell ." See Figure 1 of Wiltshire. Because 
Wiltshire's electrodes "9-12" are not disposed at the comers of cell ''1," Wiltshire 
does not teach, disclose or suggest "four electrodes disposed on the first substrate 
and at comers of each display cell" (emphasis added) as recited in Claim 10. 
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Hence, Claim 10 is patentable over Wiltshire and should be allowed by the 
Examiner.
